ORDER. 


(Gazetted May 15th. 1924). 

Order Constituting Demarcation Commissions. 

In pursuance of the power vested in me by Article 0 of the Woods and 
Forests Ordinance, 1920, I hereby declare that: 

I. Every Demarcation Commission created by that Ordinance shall be 
constituted of 

(1) a Chairman who shall be a Senior Officer of the Department of 
Agriculture or of the Department of Lands or the Department of Surveys, or a 
Senior British Officer of the District Administration. 

(2) at least two members each of whom shall be an Inspector or Sub- 
Inspector of the Department of Agriculture, or an Inspector or Sub-Inspector 
of the Department of Lands or the Department of Surveys, or a District Officer of 
the District Administration. 

2. The Demarcation Commissions of which the constitution is prescribed 
by the preceding paragraph shall be the commissions entitled to exercise 
the powers and functions created by the Public Notice entitled Demarcation 
of Covernment Lands, dated 10th November, 1921, which was published in 
Official Gazette No. 56 of 1st December, 1921. 

3. The Order appointing Demarcation Commissions under the Woods 
and Forests Ordinance, 1020, published in Official Gazette dated 15th November, 
1920, and the Public Notice entitled Demarcation of Government Forests and 
Government Lands dated 22nd March, 1922, which appeared in Official Ga¬ 
zette dated 1st April, 1922, are hereby cancelled.
